Railroad Rocoipts. 

The stockholders of tlio Union Paci- 
fic Railroad have held their annual 
meeting at New York and elected dir- 
ectors. The road earnings for tho past 
year were $22,445,134, expenses, 810,- 
5-15,119, and the surplus earnings 
$11,910,015. The latter are increased 
by income from various sources to 
§13,204,4 1G. During 1880, 921 miles 
have been added to the Wabash system, 
making an aggregate of 2,479 miles in 
all. The gross earnings for the year 
were $12,461,71 5, operating expenses, 
$7,787,348; net earnings, $4,674,365. 
Interest, rentals, taxes, etc., amounting 
to $3,655,185, deducted from the net 
earnings, left a surplus of $1,019,180. 
The St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern Railway's gross receipts for 
1880 from all sources, except lands, 
were §0,205,097, an increase over the 
previous year of $922,986. The oper- 
ating expenses were $4,070,220, or 
about 05 per cent, of the receipts. The 
stockholders have voted to increase the 
capital stock to $35,000,000, and to 
add $2,000,000 to the bonded debt for 
construction purposes.

REFORMING THE BRITISH 
ARMY. 

A correspondent writes : — Sir Gar- 
net Wolself.v, between whom and 
the Commander-in-Chief the most cor- 
dial relations do not exist, is to be 
raised to the peerage. He is known in 
the clubs as the "lucky" man, while. the 
people call him the "emergency" man of 
the British army. His career has been 
an exceptionally brilliant one. On 
joining the 8th Foot, in 1852, he wont 
through the Burmese campaign of that 
year, and, three years afterwards, dis- 
tinguished himself with the 90th in the 
Crimea. Ho was "shelved," by being 
placed on the Stall, after tho Mutiny, 
and had no opportunity of showing tho 
stuff that was in him until he was 
given the command of the Canadian 
Red River Expedition in 1870. That 
little jaunt, for it was nothing more, 
made his fortune, and honors and 
emolument havo been rained upon him 
over since. Sir Garnet is one of the 
most ardent of military reformers, and 
has gathered about him a school of his 
way of thinking "Which exercises no 
small influence in Parliament,the Array 
and the Press. His enemies allege that 
he would have met with an Isandula in 
Ashanteo but for the daring of Sir 
John Glover, now Governor of New- 
foundland, who saved his base of oper- 
ations after the fall of Coomassie, but 
the people, who look solely at the mea 
sure of success which attends a gener- 
al's operations, have implicit confidence 
in hiin. A Dublin man, ho will pro- 
bably take an Irish title. In tho 
House of Commons Mr. Guilders gave 
an outlino of the proposed army re 
forms. He intends to raise tho mini- 
mum age of enlistment from eighteen 
to nineteen years, and to prohibit tho 
sending of men under twenty years of 
age to India. The term of enlistment 
is to be twelve years, of which timo 
seven years are to bo spent with tho 
colors if serving at home, and eight 
years if serving abroad. Opportunities 
are to be given corporals and sergeants 
to prolong their terms of service to 21 
years, with a pension. Every two bat- 
talions of the line are to be as- 
sociated with two battalions of 
militia, thus forming territorial regi- 
ments of four battalions. A certain 
number of regiments are always to be 
kept at full strength. An army corps 
of eighteen lino regiments and three 
battalions of guards, with a suitable 
proportion of cavalry and artillery, are 
to be ready at any moment. There are 
other arrangements to increase the flow 
of promotion among officers and to in- 
crease the active list of generals to one 
hundred and forty. These proposod re- 
forms, it will be seen, are virtually an 
admission that the system introduced 
by Mr. Cardwell has broken down. 
It looked well enough on paper, but 
the Ashantce, Zulu, Afghan and Boer 
wars have shown its weakness. Mr. 
Guilders' scheme will not satisfy the 
military reformers in parliament or the 
radicals. The former have long com 
plained of the rottenness of the trans- 
port and intelligence services and of 
the slowness, to use a mild word, of the 
Commander-in-Chief in adopting new 
modes and methods of warfare. The 
radicals of course go further. They ac- 
cuse the Horse Guards of incapacity 
and even charge tho Duke of Cambridge 
with sacrificing the interests of the ser- 
vice to his personal avarice. He holds 
no less than twelve colonelcies in the 
various arms of the service. Tho new 
system will save the Imperial and In- 
dian governments about .£250,000 a 
year each. The abolition of flogging, 
"which is one of the minor reforms, will 
be well received by everybody- Tho 
triangle should have been done away 
with when impressment was abolished.

We cannot bring ourselves to credit 
tho rumor that the attorney -general of 
this province has accepted employment 
under the Dominion Government at a 
time when tho relations of the pro- 
vince with Canada are of a critical and 
strained nature. It is said— mind, 
we don't believe it a bit — that Mr. 
Walkem holds the appointment of logal 
adviser in British Columbia of the Do- 
minion Government. The absurdity of 
the rumor ought to be manifest to any 
one who will pause to think a moment. 
Mr. WALKEM cannot in honor accept 
employment under the Dominion until 
every question now pending between 
the province and Canada has been set- 
tled satisfactorily. When the resolu- 
tion, which was intended to inhibit a 
member of the executive from entering 
Dominion employment, was under dis- 
cussion a few weeks ago, he himself 
pronounced in advance tho political 
death sentence of any minister who 
would be base enough to lend a willing 
car to Dominion wiles; and how can 
we think that he would accept, or the 
federal government offer, employment 
in the face of the vehement speech and 
hostile petition which he fathered in 
tho House the other day, unless we are 
prepared to believe that he is one of 
the most dishonorable men whom the 
good Lord allows to livo? If, upon 
inquiry, it should turn out that the 
rumor is true, the province may make 
up its mind that it has been shame- 
fully betrayed by its government, and 
that the petition is a sham and not de- 
signed to be successful. 

SECTIONALISM RAMPANT. 


The most serious effect of the mem- 
orial to the Queen is seen in the rank 
sectionalism that is being developed .on 
the lower Eraser. Public speakers and 
writers in that locale would seem to 
have gone stark, staring mad orr tho 
subject of the Island. They do not 
hesitate to charge the Islanders with 



entire responsibility for tho petition 
when, as. was shown on Sunday, as 
many Mainland as Island members 
voted for the resolutions. These rabid 
orators and sectional writers are incon- 
sistent as well as untruthful, for in the 
same resolutions in which they censure 
the "selfishness of the Island members 
in sending Mr. DeCosmos lo England." 
They denounce the members for West- 
minster city and district for voting for 
the memorial. The truth is the peti- 
tion movement, though highly injudi- 
cious and unnecessary, did not emanate 
from Island members alone; but from 
Mainland representatives as well. The 
Eraser Riverites are only hurting them- 
selves by their bitter display of hostil- 
ity, for they cannot hoodwink the Ca- 
nadian government as to tho real situ- 
ation, and they had better expend their 
breath and their ink in some more 
laude.ble direction.

A correspondent of the Guardian writes 
under date of April 4th: 

Within threo days tho river has risen 
fully 12 feet, and is still advancing ; ther- 
mometer indicating S9° in tho shade. All 
day Saturday tho river was full of floating 
ice from the upper stretches, roaring 
along liko an avalanche. Business is on 
the improving sido in almost every lino ; 
the shopkeepers have numerous calls per 
day from the ladies ; hotel gongs, at meal 
hours, bring crowds to the tables, and the 
saloons pick up tho loose change in tho 
evenings. On the road, wagon teams 
ladon with stores and working plant, &c, 
go out and in from dawn to day's closo; 
foot passongors, riders, the officials of tho 
company (in excollcnt rigs) mako up a 
constant traffic between hero and tho 
forces at tho front—tho lOOfHoot tunnel. 
I have visited tunnels Nos. 1 and 2. As 
pieces of work I am unable to givo you 
tho width of tho formation lovels ; I pre- 
sume they nro well archod and fairly free 
from leaks. Tho "cuts" aro in very dan- 
gerous positions for human safety, so lia- 
ble to moving matter from tho mountain 
sido, but great care is now oxorcised by 
tho bosses in charge to prevent accidents 
to lifo or limb. Thero is no such thing 
as Sunday in this railroad town ; every 
place of business is open, and customers 
go to and fro just as on week days. Thoro 
aro quito a number of Chinese stores and 
wash-houses ; in fact, Chinatown bore 
would far eclipso the ono of your city— 
tho Swamp included. John doo3 a roar- 
ing business, seemingly, with his country- 
men, in all manner of traps, both civilived 
and uncivilized. At ovory corner ono 
meets somo well-known facos and many 
quandoni friends of tho Royal City ; al- 
thoughl may justly and para then tically say 
not ono of them cares or gives a thought 
about the "Do-cost- the-most" mission, or 
any other mission. They all calculate to 
mako enough of coin long, long boforo 
they aro called upon to boar n hand in 
tho building of tho Island railway.

Shameful Treatment ef the People of 
Nicola. 

Nicola Valley, March 27th.|^ 

To the Editor.— We take the liberty 
of sending you a few lines (I hope you 
may find space for them in your first 
issue) so that the public may know how 
shamefully the chief commissioner of 
lands and works is treating us. You 
are no doubt aware that the Nicola 
Cook's ferry bridge was swept away 
about a month ago by the accumula- 
tion of ice in the river, thereby depriv- 
ing us of any communication with the 
outside world. During the month that 
has just elapsed since this unfortunate 
occurrence the bridge could have been 
reconstructed had energetic stops been 
taken immediately to do so. But in- 
stead of that tho usual delays and ex- 
cuses (for which the Walkem govern- 
ment are notorious) have taken place 
and tho result is that the Nicola river 
is now booming and it will be impossi- 
ble to replaco the bridge until low wat- 
er, sometime about the end of June. 
This, sir, is not our only grievance. 
Wo hear of two teamsters who, with 
their teams, started from Nicola to go 
to Yalo and after fighting their way for 
1 days on the road over slides and 
breaks, when culverts are washed away, 
they were brought to a standstill about 
5 miles from Cook's Ferry by a gap in 
the road almost 30 feet long and where 
the bank is perpendicular nnd actually 
dangerous for n man to pass on foot. 
They, of course, had to return after 
losinga whole week with their teamsand 
will lose 3 weeks more in getting to 
Y r nle under heavy expense by way of 
Kamloops and Savona Ferry. The 
storekeepers aro also suffering] their 
stock as usual is very low at this time 
of the year, nnd the prospect of re- 
placing it within the next threo months 
is anything but encouraging. 

Our mail carrier deserves great praise 
for the unnecessary expense and trouble 
he lias gone to, ho having to hire a 
gang of Indians every trip to assist 
Iiiin in getting through. ' It seems very 
hard, now that the settlers have an op- 
portunity todisposo-of their produco at 
Cook's Ferry, that tho chief commis- 
sioner of lands nnd works should neg- 
lect his duties and treat us so badly. 

Hoping that at the next genera! 
election (which is close at hand, thank 
goodness !) we may be fortunate in get- 
ing a chief commissioner of lands and 
works who will attend to his duties and 
keep cur roads and bridges passable.

The Directors in making their Annual Report have to inform tha Subscribers 
ihut during tho past your they have succeeded in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acros 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for tho purpoBeof erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government havo voted a sum of 
money for the erection of the necessary buildings; but beforo tha works could be 
commenced the Government required tho laud to be conveyed to tho Crown, whioh 
has been dune. The coming spring will, it is hoped, see this moat necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of the Province completed. 

The Directors regret that the House of Assembly havo passed a resolution corn- 
eletely reversing tho policy under which the Hospital lias been for so many yoars 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Government have been contont with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as arttlo these Government Directors havo boon 
active and useful members, and have fully answered the purposes for which thoy wore 
placod on the Board. 

The other Directors are the nominees of tho Subscribers. Tho proposod cbango 
will be detrimental to the interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of timo, and to anpposs that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo oqually as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of the past. Tho interest which tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and the active and friondly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

The Directors have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the support of tho Institution. 

Tho affairs of the Hospital havo been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
tho amount of sufferings relieved and the Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that tho change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again offering their services, and from tho applications 
which have been received fur a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of one oi 4 the most uaefui institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately be the result. 

There yet remains to be considered the question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present uso, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will n fleet it. On this subject tho Directors are not yot in a position to 
give an opinion.
